Dog owner has concerns about leash-free park at Sugarbowl 


Dear Editor, 

It’s only the end of 
May and I have already 
encountered three differ¬ 
ent aggressive dogs at the 
off-leash dog park in Fort 
Erie. 

Two of which actually 
did bite the other dog. 
One of those dogs that 
was bit is mine. 

My first encounter was 
with a dog owner who 
refused to control his dog, 
stating that it’s “a dog 

Even though his full 
grown German shepherd 


had my nine- month- old 
puppy pinned to the 
ground with his jaws 
around my dog’s neck. 

He was snarling, bark¬ 
ing and nipping at my 
puppy and refusing to let 
my dog up. 

If my dog attempted to 
get up he would aggres¬ 
sively knock him down 
and continue that aggres¬ 
sive behavior. The dog 
owner denied that this 
was aggression. 

A dog thing? 

On the second encoun¬ 
ter, I was witness to a dog 
owner denying that her 
dog was aggressive even 


though her dog had 
attacked a gentle German 
shepherd 10 minutes 
before attacking and bit¬ 
ing a second dog. 

She stated that the 
dogs were “getting to 
know each other." 

After she left the park, 
the dog owner found 
blood on his dogs head 
and neck. 

The third encounter 
was just yesterday with a 
dog owner who knowing¬ 
ly has an aggressive dog 
(she stated herself that 
her dog was in “training 
for aggression”). She said 
her trainer told her to 


stop her dog before he 
enters the "red zone." 

Her dog repeatedly 
attacked my dog and even 
went after my puppy as 
he was lying under the 
bench, and bit him in two 
places (his shoulder and 
his tail). My dog is only 
10 months old at this 

Other animal owners 
have complained to me 
of other aggressive dogs, 
and one owner said that 
the police were called 
and came to the park to 
tell the aggressive-dog- 
owner that he was not to 
bring his dog to the park

If this continues, the 
responsible dog owners 
will be reluctant to bring 
their dogs to the park 
which will leave more 
aggressive dogs than 
well-behaved ones at the 
park, and that could end 
up a bloody mess. 

I think this is a big 
concern because if dogs 
are getting attacked and 
bitten by aggressive dogs 
at the park, there is a 
danger of an owner get¬ 
ting bitten while trying to 
protect his dog. 

I encourage dog own¬ 
ers to write to the editor 
in an effort to call atten¬ 


tion to this problem. 

Hopefully, with enough 
dog owners reporting 
aggressive behavior to 
the SPCA, they will find 
the time to stop in at the 
park occasionally, to 
observe what’s going on, 
because this is getting out 
of hand. 

And I hope that train¬ 
ers who are training for 
aggression will advise the 
dog owners to not bring 
their dogs to an off-leash 
park for socialization. I 
don’t want my dog used 
as a guinea pig.

Sabres fans deserve

Given that many 
Buffalo Sabres ticket buy¬ 
ers come from the area 
between Hamilton and 
Fort Erie, I would like to 
ask the potential ticket 
buyers to consider doing 
things somewhat differ¬ 
ently this year. 

As everyone knows by 
now, despite a lackluster 
showing this past mini¬ 
season, and despite miss¬ 
ing the playoffs or being 
bounced out in the first 
round the last six seasons, 
Terry Pegula has chosen to 
retain Darcy Regier as the 
Sabres' general manager. 

During his past 16 sea¬ 
sons as Buffalo's GM, 
Regier has not been able 
to keep and maintain 
teams that make a consis¬ 
tent run at the Stanley 
Cup.
